The County Oomtalssioners an'd the 


Philadelphia authorities have 
agreed 


upon the plans and specifications for the 
new bridge at Torresdale and bids will be 
received for the contract here and at the 
office of the Director of Public Woiks, 
Philadelphia, on September 20, 


It may be well to remind Republicans 


who are not assessed that 
Wednesday, 


September 3, will be their last opportun- 
ity to attend to this matter. 
The Asses- 


sore will be at the various polling places 
in the county on September 2 and 3. It 
is rather important to fix the above dates 
a« some of the local papers have published 
the wrong date. 


An error said to be due to lack of clear 


comprehension concerning the nature of 
public records has resulted in a suit for 
libel in which Joseph B. Steiner,-of Doy- 
lestown, bookbinder and printer, is plain- 
tiff, and the Doylestown Intelligencer de- 
fendant. 
The Intelligencer stated that 


execution had been issued against Stelner 
by Philadelphia firms, which was not the 
case, whereupon Stelner 
immediately 


brought suit for damages, alleging that 
his financial standing had been injured 
by the publication of the article. 


At a special meeting held Monday even- 


ing Town Council, in taking up the 
JDoylestown-New Hope trolley ordinance 
for -second reading, Introduced a new sec- 
tion proviaing"for the use of fenders on 
the cars. Recent accidents no doubt sug- 
gested this precautionary measure. Coun- 
cil also considered a protest filed by cer- 
tain citizens amiinst the erection of a 
large storagejillding for gasoline, which 
the Atlanttejfifining Company proposes 
to erect tj^p^The company has at pres- 
ent a ISjjpfiDg with 300 gallon storage 
capao$p"and the citizens who live in the 
vicinity fear they may be blown out of 
existence in case of accident.

Thursday when about 300 deaf and dumb 
people assembled to dedicate the home 
for aged people thus afflicted, which was 
formerly the Shellenberger mansion, on 
East Court street. The handsome build- 
ing-and lawn will make an ideal home for 
these anfortunate people. The dedication 
exercises, consisting chiefly of addresses,. 
were conducted in the sign language and 
the sight was quite impressive.

an occasion that knocked out the reporters 
however, who were obliged to take type- 
writtta copies from the speakers and ac- 
cept tksm as correct. In preparation lot 
the aged people who will soon make their 
home there, the property has been much 
improved in appearance by work about the 
lawn and building. Ten people will take 
up their abode there some time in Octo- 
ber. This boma is the only institution of 
the kind in the State and has a fund of 
$8,000.

THE SMALL POX PLAQUE. 


For nearly a year the smallpox epidemic 


ban been raging in Bristol and at tho pres- 
ent time five houses are subject to quaran- 
tine regulations. 
While an apparent de- 


termined effort ha* been made to stamp 
out the disease, for some reason or other 
the desired remits have not been obtained, 
and today, after month* of work upon 
tho part of the Board of Health and the 
expenditure of a great donl of money by 
. ^ borough, the disease neoin» lo sprout 
at will, and great npprehenit. 
r felt that 


di-ring tho coining winter months, unless 
a radical change takes place, ihci epidemic 
will run riot. 
While the Board of Health 


has been diligent In following out its 
method of regulations, it is evident there 
is something radically wrong »ith tho sys- 
tem of quarantining. 
All of the recent 


cases that havo developed can be traced to 
their souce* of infection—to houses that 
were under quarantine, and if there is nut 
a further spread of tho disease from the 
Hoitzman boarding house case, at 
the 


corner of Washington and Pond streets, it 
will bo a mirnole. 
In that instance the 


case was reported to the Board of Health 
on Monday. On Saturday and Sunday the 
eighteen or twonty boarders who had been 
exposed to the contagion, evidently knew 
the nature of I ho patient's illnoss for they 
all deserted th« house aud there was a 
scurrying In various directions to find new 
quarters and thus the health and lives of 
tho community is jeopardized. 


Tho time has arrived when more strin- 


gent methods must be adopted. 
Bristol 


is now developing more case* than tho city 
of Philadelphia where the diBonso was 
rampant. 
Tho regulations here in force 


are Inefficient and do not servo to check 
tho spread of tho disease. 
Council will 


have to deal with the proposition and the 
members have talked of several plans, the 
most desirable of which seems to be tho 
CBtalUhrnent of a hospital. 
Then when 


case* are reported tho patients should be 
taken there, where the best of care would 
be taken of them, and those who have 
been exposed to the infection thoroughly 
fumigated and disinfected instead of 
be- 


ing allowed to scatter in all direotons 
leaving a trail of disease after them. 


Something must be done to stamp out 


the plague.

farm, now owned by Dr. John Paxson, of 
Newtown, in Upper Makefield township, 
Bucks county, a short distance from Mc- 
Conkey's Ferry—now Washington's Cross- 
ing, of Taylor'sville. General Green's 
headquarters were at the Merrick house, 
only a rifleshot away, and the army was 
quartered among the Pennbylvania hills, 
with officers at the convenient near by 
farmhouses. 
The battle of Trenton was 


undoubtedly planned at and the com- 
mander-in-chief certainly started on his 
long and successful campaign from the 
Keith homestead. 


Both the houses above mentioned are 


still standing, in good condition and in 
use. The Keith house has been added to 
since the Colonial army headquarters were 
laid there. 


Whether the spring house was built be- 


iore Washington occupied the homestead 
8 not recorded. The structure is within 
a few rods of the old mansion, and the 
spring was the nearest open fountain. 
Probably no well had been lunk before 
1776. The water is excellent and the flow 
s good, and during the army occupancy 
of the farm the spring was in daily use 
or mun and beast—as it has been during 
the intervening time. 
The walls are 


staunch and thick. They may have been 
whore they are for seven score year*, and 
are good for aa lone a life* in the future. 
The giant oak* doubtless stood where they 
now appear. Their diameter, exceeding 
two feet, warrants to the belief that they 
were planted prior to the American com- 
mander'* occupancy of the premise*, 
hough they must have made as rapid 
growth as oaks can, from their favorable 
situation. 


The Keith spring house ie typical and 


of historic interest. Close to the farm 
house, 
it served practically for many 


years la the domestic economy as a refrig- 
erator, as well as a source of drinking 
water. It ie picturesque, and is one of 
he humble memorial* of the struggles

This shows the real relation of the two 
countries in this industry. The McKinley 
and the Dingley tariffs have completely 
exploded the Oobden-Calboun idea that 
Americans should raise raw cotton to be 
sold to England and brought back to 
America in manufactured form.

Hew Jersey Bam* Laws. 


Tne season for gunning fur reed ant 


rail birds opened in the State of New Jer- 
sey on Monday, and as there has been 
some doubt as to tho provisions of tho new 
game laws, the Board of Fish and Game 
Commissioners of the State through H. P. 
Frothingaam, the President of the Com 
mission, has issued the following circular: 


"In order to avoid any misunderstand- 


ing, and, incidentally, any violations o: 
the fish and game laws of the State ol 
New Jersey for the year 1902, the follow 
ing statement was prepared by tho Bonn 
of Fish and Gamo Commissioners at its 
meeting held on August 13, 1902: 


"The open season for, reedbirde 
ant 


railbirds begins August 25 and ends 
December 31. 


"The 
opon season for mua-hoos or 


marsh-bens begins September 1 and endi 
December 31. 


"The number of mud-hens or marsh 


hens to be taken in one day is limited tc 
30; there is no limit to the number o 
railbirds to be taken in one day. 


"Every non-residont of the Stato shal 


take out a license before he shall begin 
hunting or 
gunning , in the 
State 


Licenses 
can 
be procured 
from an 


Oounty Olerk in the State upon the pay 
ment of a license fee of $10 and an issu 
am e fee of SO cents. 


"licenses shall be issued to non-res! 


dents who are the owners of a freehol' 
estate in any lands in the State, who re 
side thereon a portion of each year un< 
who pay taxes thereon, and to their son 
who are members of their families, upoi 
application to the Oounty Oelrk of tb 
county in which the lands are situated am 
the payment only of the Issuance fee of 6' 
cents, 


"The Non-resident License act does no 


apply to hunting or gunning on game pro 
serves established prior to thi date of th 
act (April 22, 1902) but does apply to n 
game preserves thereafter 
established 


For the purposes of the act a gome pre 
serve is defined as a tract of land enclose 
and stocked by individuals or an assoc: 
ation. 


"Holders of licenses under the Non 


resident License act are not authorized to 
take from the State game prohi bited by 
Section 26 of the fish and game laws. 


"The 
provisions of the Non-reaiden 


License act do Dot apply to gunning fo 
duck, geese, brant, snipe and mud-hens 
but reodbirds and railbirds do not com 
under this exemption.
